1929 and $500,000 for 1930, he says, 
adding that “not one cent” has been 
received from the poll tax, “definitely 
ordered both by the constitution and | 
by. statutory acts to be ‘set apart and | 
devoted to the support of the common | 
schools’.’ | 

Mr. Duggan says that high cost of | 
textbooks “hus given rise to a good | 
deal of -well-founccd complaint and | 
has imposed too heavy burdens upon 
the patrons of the public schools.” 
The only remedy for this _ situation 
“would be for the state to furnish 
free use of textbooks,” he said.

WASHINGTON, June 24—As re- 


spects the upward bound of commod- 
ity and security prices that followed 
President Hoover's proposal, the atti- 
tnde of well-informed persons in 
Washington is one of satisfaction and 
strong confidence about the future of 
business in the broad sense, tempered 
with almost apprehension lest too 
much be expected in too short a time.

A week or ten days ago, before 
President Hoover acted, the next 
downward dip in the depression was 
clearly foreshadowed and foreseen by 
the well-informed everywhere. It 
would have consisted of a collapse of 
economic life in Germany. The run 
on the German reichsbank and the 
flight of capital from Germany had 
reached such a point that the reichs- 
bank on Saturday suspended its func- 
tion of discounting, resuming it, how- 
ever, on Monday. The financial, so- 
cial and political catastrophe in Ger- 
many which was clearly on the way 
would have been followed by similar 
consequences or menaces in other Eu- 
ropean countries. Thus the world 
would have descended to the next low- 
er circle of the descending spiral, with 
nothing in sight except another lower 
spiral yet. 

This was clearly realized by Euro- 
pean statesmen and business leaders 
as well as American ones. The future 
of Furope looked tragic enough almost 
to justify the assertion of a French 
statesmen publicly, and of other Eu- 
ropean statesmen privately. 

The consequences would have been 
less serious to America than to any 
other country. It is possible, indeed, 
that because of the level to which 
American business had already sunk, 
the collapse of Germany might not 
have caused, in America, any immedi- 
ate further descent.

GEORGIA TOBACO CRO 
REDUGED BY ONE-THIRD 


ais a, cs > ee 

VALDOSTA, Ga.; June 24.—A to- 
bacco c of not more than 65,000,- 
000 pounds for 1931 is forecast by ex- 
perts after completing a survey of 
the Georgia bright leaf territory. 

This estimate is accepted as approx- 
imately correct by tobacco warebouse- 
men as well as the companies buying 
tobacco on the Georgia market. The 
reduction from more than 100,000.000 
pounds of last year is the result of an 
aereage reduction and detrimental 
weather conditions developing within 
the past four weeks, the main trouble 
being a lack of general rainfall over 
the tobacco area. 

B. B, Saunders, warehouseman who 
has operated seven years on the Geor- 
gia market, said today that the crop 
at present has better body and grain 
and more gum than any crop he had 
seen grown in the state, and a timely 
rain would ripen the crop of good 
tobacco which will bring a very fair 
average price. Mr. Saunders and oth- 
ers who are experienced are advising 
growers not to pick the ground Jeaves 
that are burning up now, but to let 
them remain and burn up. To cure 
them will be to reduce the price of 
the better grade of tobacco, is the 
warning. ’
